HOT COLD? 


Temperature in Relation 
lo the Epidemic. — 


Cases Increased but Mortality 
Reduced by Warmth, 


Two Deaths at New Orleans 
and One at Mobile. 


Dr, Guiteras Thinks There is no Oc- 
casion for Alarm—Appearance of 
the Fever at Womack Hill and 
Bandon Springs Denied, 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. 


NEW ORLEANS, Sept. 27.—Warm 
weather in the past two or three days 
has had the effect of increasing to 
some extent the number of new cases 
of the prevailing type of yellow fever, 
but it has equally had the effect of 
sending down the death rate. There 
were 23 cases on Saturday, 17 yester- 
day, and up to 6:30 o’clock today, 21 
cases. But there were only two deaths 
on Saturday, none on Sunday, and two 
today. 

Present experience, therefore, proves 
that warm weather adds to the num- 
ber of cases, but reduces the mortality, 


while colder weather diminishes the 


number of cases and enlarges the death 
rate. The physicians and authorities 
tonight generally agree that the situa- 
tion is steadily improving. They be- 
lieve the chances are growirig more re- 
mote every day of an epidemic, and 
that there is little likelihood that the 
disease will assume before cold weather 
@ much more virulent form than at 
present. 

Prof. Metz, who is at the head of the 
work of sanitation, and who superin- 
tends the fumigating of all houses, 
said to the Associated Press reporter 
tonight: 

“Some little figuring that I have done 
discloses that there have been up to 6 
o’clock tonight exactly 158 cases. Of 
these 19 have died, and I am able to 
state this evening that 38 have actu- 
ally been discharged as entirely recov- 
ered. Therefore there remain only 101 
cases, and; while I would not like to 
undertake a statement of the number 


| of those on the way to recovery, the

The deaths today’ were Fred Bachus 
and J. 8. Cherry. Of the cases reported 
this evening, six were found in the 
Home for Homeless Men, a charitable 
institution. Three cases were also re- 
ported collectively today from Bayou 
Road, in the Gennin family. These 
cases, however, are considered mild. : 

Of the two deaths, the Cherry case 
was reported several days ago, and the 
patient had received very careful treat- 
ment, but his case was considered a} 
bad one. Bachus was taken sick four 
days ago. His people are poor, and 
they did not attach much importance to 
his illness, only calling in.a doctor a 
few hours before his death, when they 
saw the patient rapidly. sinking. 

Dr. John Guiteras, the Marine Hos- 
pital expert, arrived here today. He 
does not care to gee any of the patients 
in New Orleans who are suffering with 
yellow fever. He believes that the 
Board of Health here has taken the 
most effective means known to science 
to stamp out the disease; believes that 
the sickness is in good control, and ex- 
presses the belief that it is of a mild 
type. He does not believe that there is 
particle of reason for widespread 
alarm. .. 


MOBILE ENCOURAGED. 


Only Three New Cases and One 
Death Reported Yesterday. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] | 


MOBILE (Ala.,) Sept. 27.—The re- 
port for Monday has greatly raised the 
spirits of the people here. They ac- 
cept it as indicating that the efforts to 
surround the disease and stamp it out 
are meeting with success. 

‘Three new caseS-were reported at 
noon for the previous twenty-four 
hours. The only death reported was 
that of Florence Barlow, aged 23 years. 
She lived on Elmira street, near Lips- 
comb. She was engaged to be married 
nexitt month, and during her sickness 
her fiancé was not permitted to see 
her nor attend the funeral, the regula- 
tions being so strict that none outside 
the physicians, clergy and undertakers 
may approach fever cases.

Total cases to noon today, 54; total 
deaths, 8; discharged, 26; remaining 
under treatment, 20.

WANTON AN D D UNI USTIFIABLE. 


Verdict of the Gere Coroner’s Jury on 
the K...img of Strikers. j 

‘ [ASSOCIATED PRESS ‘NIGHT REPORT. ] 

HAZLETON (Pa.,) Sept. 27.—The 
Coroner’s jury which investigated the 
deaths of the strikers at Latimer in 
Deputy Coroner Coffman’s office this 
evening, after an hour’s deliberation, 
rendered the following verdict: 

“That from the circumstances of the 
case and from. evidence received, said 


Clement Platock, with others, came to] 


his death by gunshot wounds on Sep- 
tember 10, 1897, at the hands of Sheriff 
James Martinsand deputies, and in this 
we, the jury, do all agree, and we, 
Prilip J. Boyle, omas T. Thomas, 
Barton Fress, and Peter McKiernan, 
of this jury, do further say that the 
said Clement Platock, with others, was 
marching peaceably and unarmed on 
the public highway; that they were in- 
tercepted by said Sheriff Martin and 
his deputies, and mercilessly shot to 
death, and we do further find that 
the killing was unnecessary, and could 
have been avoided without serious in- 
jury to either person or property, and 
We find, finally, that the killing was

A CERAMIC TREASURE, 


SAMUEL MAYERS THINKS HE HAS 
A WEDGWOOD VASE. 


Supposed Copy of the Famous Port- 
land Vase Found in a New York 
Collector’s Purchases — Worth 
Thousands of Dollars. 


{BY THE TIMES’ SPECIAL WIRE.] 

NEW YORK, Sept. 27.—[Special Dis- 
patch.] Samuel Mayers found in his 
collection of ceramics today a vase 
which is believed to be the Wedgewood 
copy of the famous Portland vase, 
which was sold here twenty years ago 
for $2. If this should prove to be 
the vase which connoisseurs have been 
seeking for years, Mayers has an art 

treasure worth thousands of dollars. 
The original Portland vase was dis- 
covered near a Roman tomb, 400 years 
ago. It found its way to England in 
1770, and was eventually bought by 
the Duke of Portland for $7000. It is 
of a rich deep blue, which throws 
into relief the classical figures in 
opaque white. The figures on the side 
represent the meeting of Thetis and 
Peleus in the presence of Poseidon and 
Eros, with a remarkable bust of Atys 
on the bottom. When the Portland 
vase was sold, Josiah Wedgewood, the 
Staffordshire potter, bought in the vase 
at a high price, but consented to. re- 
relic. to ‘the 
chess on conditioti4hat*she-. give 
Him the exclusive right to produce fifty 
.eopies of it every 100 years. ‘No model 
was to be made, according to agree- 

ment, but it had to be copied. 
-§$o high was the order of the work- 
manship that copies sold for $250 each 
at the close of the last century. To- 
day they would probably. bring thou- 
sands of dollars,, but unfortunately 
they were scattered over the entire 
world, and only a few are believed to 
remain. The material which has been 
‘eollected in the factory in Stafford- 
“shire was offered for sale twenty years 
ago, and it was purchased by Nathan 
Strauss. It contained a vast lot of 
miscellaneous material, which was re- 
moved to: his business place and sold. 
In the lot was a handsome vase which 
was bought by some unknown person 
for less than $2. Strauss spent a large 
sum of money in the effort to trace it. 


WHO LOST BONITA? 


PRETTY GIRL FROM LOS ANGELES 
ARRESTED IN SEATTLE. _ 

Found in the Tenderloin District. 
Gays She is Eighteen but Looks 
to be Only Fifteen—Baurt Flynn, 
an Alleged Bartender, is Also 
Jailed. 


[BY THE TIMES’ SPECIAL WIRE.] 

SEATTLE, Sept. 27.—[Special Dis- 
patch.}] A very pretty girl of the Span- 
ish .type, giving her name as Bonita 
Woods, was arrested in the tenderloin 
section this evening by city detectives 
and taken to police headquarters, 
where she was locked up without any 
charge being placed opposite her name. 
She said that she was 18 years old, and, 
according to the register, her occupa- 
tion is better left uncalled. The police 
think she is 15 rather than 18 years old. 

About the same time Miss Woods 
was brought in, the detectives. took 
charge of a man named Burt Flynn, 
an alleged bartender, who had $136 on 
his person. The police think he ar- 
rived in the city recently with the girl.

iAtigation in Nebraska Over the 
Title of “Republican.

Luetgert'sPartner Clears 


Potash and Bones Bought to 
Cleanse the Factory. 


William Charles Suggested the 
| Plan His Own Self, 


Explanation of the Barricade in 
the Basement—Rats—Servant Girl 
Mary’s Accusation Against In- 
spector Schaack. 


_[ASSUCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


CHICAGO, Sept. 27.—The leading 
event of the day in the trial of A. L. 
Luetgert was the 'testimony of William 
Charles, Luetgert’s business partner. 
He explained why, as he claimed, the 
caustic potash in which the body of 
Mrs. Luetgert is alleged to have been 
dissolved, was bought. According to 
Charles's story, the potash was pur- 
chased as the principal ingredient ofa 
quantity of soft soap to be used in 
cleaning up the big factory preparatory 
to its sale to an English syndicate. The 
witness said he himself suggested this 
method of putting the factory in shape, 
and that Luetgert, acting upon the 
suggestion, ordered a barrel of caustic 
potash sent to the factory in March 
last. This was about the. time the 
defense claims the negotiations were 
pending between Luetgert and Davey, 
the mysterious Englishman who is said 


to have represented the syndicate and. 


who borrowed something like $25,000 
from Luetgert. 

Charles also offered an explanation 
of the apparent barricade by telling 
about a chase for rats in avhich a 
small dog was an active participant. 
He said that the factory had been in- 
fested by rats for some time, and that 
an effort had been made to get rid of 
them, 

The evening of April 30 he. and 
Luetgert, with others, were in the base- 


ment when a terrier which belonged to | 


the witness got after a rat. Charles, 
Luetgert and the others moved boxes, 
barrels and other obstacles to aid the 
Jog in his chase, and the boxes and 
barrels were hurled in a pile against 
the door. The barricade of the door 
was unintentional, he said. 

Charles says besides the caustic pot- 
ash, two or three barrels of tallow, a 
quantity of grease and some chipped 
bone which was to be used in making 
the soft soap, was delivered at the fac- 
tory. He said that he aided Odorfski 
and Levandowski, two laborers. em- 
ployed in the factory, to place some of 
the stuff in the middle vat. He also 
saw Frank Bial at the factory at the 
time. The caustic potash was put in 
the vat and Luetgert said he would see 


'Kudakhel tribes, who had refused to 


to the turning. in of the steam and the 
boiling of the stuff. Charles said he 
met Luetgert in a saloon opposite the | 
factory on ithe evening of the night 
Mrs. .Luetgert disappeared, and Luet- 
gert said he was going over to the fac- 
tory to turn on the steam. 

At 9 o’clock the same night, Charles 
said, he went to the basement of the 
factory and found Luetgert there and 
the steam turned on. The mixture 
boiled over once or twice and splashed 
upon the floor, he said. The following 
day he visited the factory. basement 
and saw the mixture in the vat. The 
tallow was in one portion of the vat, 
and the grease or lard had collected in 
another part of the vat by itself. Luet- 
gert again turned on the steam in the 
mixture, ‘the witness said. 

On cross-examinaticn by the State’s 
Attorney, Charles denied that he had 
“doctored’”’ the books of the concern 
so as to show a yearly profit of $30,- 
000. This line of cross-examination 
was objected ta by the defense, but 
the court permitted it for a time, the 
result being a complete denial by 
Charles. He acknowledged it was he 
who introduced Promoter Davis to 
Luetgert, but he said he, as well as 
Luetgert, was deceived by the man. 

Frank Dittler told ofr seeing Mrs. 
Luetgert wringing her hands on one 
occasion. It was during the latter 
part of April, and the witness de- 
clared Mrs. Luetgert said the busi- 
ness was broken up and everything 
was gone, and that she was going 
awav also. Witness said Mrs. Luet- 
zert promised to attend the wedding 
of his daughter in June and make the 
prospective bride a present.

His Family, 
Wife and Five Children and 
Husband Dead, 


Murderer Essays His Own Life 
as a Finish. 


A Sixth Child Dying—Shotgun and 
Revolver Used in the Awful

The slaughter of a mother and her six 
children took place at the home of John 
Boecker, a farmer living eight miles 
northwest of here, last night. Boecker, 
the fiendish husband, completed his 
bloody work by sending a bullet into 
his own head, inflicting a fatal wound. 
The family were prosperous Germang 
and, as far as is known, had lived hape 
pily. No motive for the tragedy hag 
been disclosed. Boecker’s victims are 
his wife and these children: 
CAROLINE, aged 14. 
CHRISTINE, aged 9. cd 
LIZZIE, aged 6. , 
JOHN, aged 3. 
An infant. 
All are dead but Henry, and the late 


} ter cannot recover from his wounds. 


Boecker’s brother, Henry, who lives 
about twenty rods away, went to the 
house at 9 o’clock this morning and was 
the first to know of the tragedy. 
Boecker, with his wife and baby, slept 
in a back room, and their corpses lay 
on one bed. The wife had been shot in 
the neck with a shotgun which stood 
in the corner, the baby had been shot 
and its head crushed with the butt of.a@ 
revolver. The man, still breathing, 
had a bullet hole high up on the fore- 


head, and by his side was a six-shooter 


with two chambers empty. ; 


Upstairs, Henry and Lizzie lay on:@ 


bed with bullet holes in their heads, t ug 
latter dead, the boy still breathing. 
the opposite. corner of the same room, 


each with a bullet hole in the forehead, 
though Caroline had two.

It is undoubtedly a ease.of murder 
and suicide. All but two children met 
with instant death, for the blood clots 
were under the head and they lay as 
calmly in repose as if in sleep. ~— All 
except Henry, who is not yet @ead, 
were attired in nightrobes. The weap- 
ons Boecker had borrowed from his 
brother Henry last Thursday, remark- 
ing that he wanted them to kill rats in 
the cellar.

Boecker was 34 years old, and. for over ; 


twenty years had lived in the game 
neighborhood; in fact, on the same 
farm. He has been regarded as a pros- 
perous farmer, and only recently 
bought a 200-acre farm a few miles 
from the old homestead. 

Yesterday he attended Catholic-serv- 
ices with his family. Later, he was 
visited by a neighbor, who says that 
when he left the Boecker home in the 
evening they were seemingly a happy 
family, and not a premonition of the 
awful tragedy enacted a few hours 
later was given by Boecker or any one 
of the household. Members of his 
father’s family say he had no family 
troubles, his financial affaits were in 
good shape, and they can assign no 
motive for the terrible crime. 

On the other hand, it is said that 
John had disagreed with the old folks 
and Henry over the occupancy of the 
farm on which John lived, and this is 
assigned by some as the cause of the 


trouble which culminated in murder.

FOUGHT LIKE DEMONS. 


SEVERAL HUNDRED POLANDERS 
SHOOT, STAB AND CLUB. 


Bloody Riot at Girardville, Pa., 
Growing Out of the Colliery 
Troubles — Nine.Men Fatally 
Wounded and Two Score Others 
Injured. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT, REPORT.] 


'GIRARDVILLE (Pa.,) Sept. 27.— 
At least nine men received fatal in- 
juries and possibly two score of others 
were more or less seriously wounded 
in a bloody riot here late last night 
and early this morning. The battle 
was the. outcome of a quarrel over 
the Hazleton troubles. Thirty-six men 
are known to have been wounded, and 
about fifty more are being secreted by 
their frierids, who fear they will be 
sent to jail. 

Twelve of the ring-leaders were 
brought before Justice Elias Kissinger 
and ten before Justice Johnson. All 
were charged: with assault with intent 
to kill, housebreaking and rioting, and 
were held in heavy bail for court. Many 
more warrants have been issued, but 
have not been served as yet. Dr. 
Charles Schlessman attended to twenty- 
two of the wounded, nine of whom he 
says will die. Drs. William Monoghan 
and James Donohue attended to four- 
teen others, and how many the other 
physicians cared for is not known. 
Three other men have been reported 
dead, but this cannot’ be verified yet 
on account of the uncommunicative na- 
ture of the participants. The story of 
the riot is as follows: 

Several hundred Polanders board at 
William Cullacabbage’s hotel on Sec- 
ond street. Joseph Cavendish is pro- 
prietor of a hotel at the east end of 
the town, Wate several hundred more 
Polanders make their headquarters. 
Bad blood has existed between. them 
for along time, and the recent strike 
troubles at. Hazleton embittered them 
still more. Last night matters came 
to a. crisis. Cullacabbage, it is.charged, 
and his followers, to the number of |}. 
several hundred, arming themselves 
with guns, tevolvers, knives, axes and 
clubs, marched to Cavendish’s hotel, 
where several hundred of their ~ene- 
mies were celebrating pay day. ‘ The 
Cavendish men ascertained that their 
foes were marching upon them, and, 
arming themselves hurriedly, awaited 
their arrival. After a demonstrative 
march, the Gullacabbage contingent ar- 
rived and immediately stormed | the Sa- 

Then a ploody battle ensued. othe | 
men fought. like. demons, ‘the shooting } 
was fast and furious—axes, » knives, 
clubs and other weapons were used 
with deadly effect The battle lasted 
almost an hour, when the Cullacabbage | 
gang was routed, leaving’ their 
wounded behind. Everything in the 
house was smashed, andthe floors 
were strewn with wounded: men. The 
walls were bespattered with blood and 
shreds of human flesh. 

After the rioters had returned to 
their headquarters, the Cavendish gang 
armed themselves to the teeth and 
marched to their enemies’ rendezvous, 
where a battle, still bloodier than the 
first, ensued. The police force and the 
constables: of the surrounding region 
were called to the scene, but were un- 
able to cope with the rioting horde, who 
continued hostilities until morning. 

The townspeople did not sleep a wink 
‘all night, and while they watched the 
progress of the fight during the night, 
they made no attempt to interfere. The 
iplace was in an uproar, but all is quiet 
now and no hore trouble is anticipated. 
It is thought that after the excite- 
ment subsides most of the guilty par- 
ties. will be arrested. The residences of } 
‘many citizens were damaged, and sev- 
eral outsiders were wounded.

CUBAN REFUGEES. 

Dr. Brunet and Sister Find Shelter 
at Philadelphia. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, Sept. 27.—The Journal 

and Advertiser says: 
. “Three years ago Miss Eloise Brunet 
was the belle of Cienfuegos, Cuba. -She_ 
was healthy and rich. Now she lies 
upon a cot in-a 10x8 room in a small 
house on thé outskirts of Philadelphia, 
her throat parched with fever, her 
mind. racked. by terror of the Span- 
iards, her memory full of. the horrors of 
an experience abounding in starvation, 
suffering and peril. In her delirium she 
cries pitifully for protection against 
the Spaniards,:-who she thinks are seek- 
ing to murder her. 

“In a similar condition, aggravated 
by wounds, is Dr. Andrew. Brunet, who 
served as a major in the Cuban army. 
The father of these refugees was an 
American, who owned a large estate at 
Cienfuegos. ‘He died in 1893, and his 
son, Dr. Brunet, went to Cuba to settle 
up the estate. The Spanish administra- 
tion. of. such. affairs‘ made this a:-long 
and difficult task. In September, 18965, 
Rego raised Cuban standard 
the Cienfuegos . district, and: the 
young Cuban-American: was one. of } 
first. to join,him. It was impossible for 
his sister, to. remain: on the plantation, 
and she therefore went into.the Cuban 
service as a nurse. For twenty months 
she shared the hardships of the patriots 
with scarcely sufficient food; and: with 
never a roof over her.or a bed to lie 
upon. She remained: bravely in the 
Cuban army, caring for the sick and 
wounded, helping to cook the scant pro- 
visions and proving herself a heroine 
on many occasions. - 

“After twenty months of this life, 
they. both contracted malarial fever, 
and were so ill that they had to leave 
the insurgent army and seek shelter, 
and they were compelled to take refuge 
in a cave, where they lived for twenty- 
three weeks with nofood but some green 
pumpkins, half-baked sweet potatoes, 
and water from a stagnant pool. 
Finally the brother managed to climb 
the hill and attract the attention of a 
Spanish planter, who. took them to 
Sierra, whence they were taken by boat 
-to Cienfuegos. 

“Dr. Brunet appealed to the Ameri- 
can Consul, Owen McGarr, for aid, but 
it was refused. There followed a long 
correspondence with the State Depart- 
ment at. Washington, and in the. end 
the the Consul was ordered to help 
them. They received their passports 
on the 13th of -August, and sailed at 
once. for New |

A GENERAL UPHEAVAL. 


WHAT. WOULD FOLLOW SUCCESS 
OF GUATEMALAN REBELS, 


Defeat of Barrios Entails the Down- 
fall of Bonilla of Honduras and 
Zelaya of Nicaragua — Salvador 
Alone is Tranquil. 


[ASSUCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, Sept. 27.—A dispatch 
to the Herald from Washington says: 

“The Central American republics, ac- 
cording to the Pan-American diplomats 
in Washington, are undoubtedly on the 
eve of a general unheaval. The suc- 
cess of the. revolutionists in Guatemala, 
the downfall of: Dictator Barrios and 
the elevation of ‘Prospero Morales to 
the Presidency, are believed to be in- 
evitable, and are likely to bring about 
a revolution in several of the sister 
republics. The imprisonment of the 
Costa Rican Consul-General, Don Edu- 
ardo Bereh by the Nicaraguan authori- 
ties is regarded as a serious breach of 
international. courtesy that can hardly 
prevent a rupture. 

“The seeds of sedition are easily 
sown in Honduras, and the uneasiness 
in that country seems likely to result 
In an open revolt against President Bo- 
nilla, as an indirect result of the suc- 
cess of the revolution in Guatemala, 
Salvador alone, of the Spanish-Ameri- 
can States, at present appears quiet 
and likely to remain so. 

“A successful revolution in either of 
the States of Greater Central America 
would mean the dissolution of the fee- 
ble diplomatic bonds which now unite 
them, and from present indications an- 
ether coalition of the nature might be 
difficult to bring about. A Spanish- 
American diplomat who is thoroughly 
familiar with the Central American 
situation, says: 

‘““*There seems to be every probdb- 


ility that’ the revolutionists in Guate- |. 


mala will be masters of the govern- 
ment in a short time, and that Barrios 
will be forced to leave the country, if 
he is not assassinated. One of the 
strongest and most efficient supporters 
of the too revclutionist, Gen. 


Domingo Vasquez, who is now besieg- 
ing Hal nula where President Bar- 
rios is. Vasquez, about four years 


ago, was President of Honduras, and 
was driven from that country largely 
of Zelaya.’ He

Honduras; and should Morales’ become 
President of. Guatemala through his 
aid, -plots will be immediately formed 
for the downfall of President Bonilla. 

“ ‘Vasquez, as President of Honduras, 
would he dangerous tci the peace of 
Nicaragua. His hatred Zelaya 
would easily find a pretext for arousing 
afresh the latter’s © opponents, who, 
with aid from Horduras and Guate- 
mala, would probably be able to de- 
feat Zelaya and elevate his rival, 
Alejandro Chamorro, to the Presi- 
dency. These results, I believe, are 


almast sure to follow a revolutionary

“Dr. Horatio Guzman, formerly 
Minister to the Wnited States from 
Nicaragua, says: ‘Under present con- 
ditions it is impossible to prevent re- 
curring revolutions in Central America.

Philadelphia Cricketers Beat the 
English Team — Windsor, New 
York and Harlem Races.

BALTIMORE, Sept. 27.—Outside ofa 
little contingent of faithful Boston 
“rooters,”” who are making merry at 


Baltimore tonight. Boston has taken 
the rubber in the crucial series, and is 
ahead in the fight for the pennant, and 
there seems to be but little possibility 
that the Champions can save it. Hoffer, 
the “Wizard,’’ Nops, the “Southpaw,” 
and “Brother Joe’ Corbett all went 
down like ripe grain in a hurricane be- 
fore the terrific onslaught of Boston’s 
batters, until what seemed at first to 
be a victory for the home team was 
finally turned into a rout, the like of 
which has been seldom witnessed on a 
ball field. 

More than twenty-five thousand peo- 
ple saw it done, and that they wit- 
nessed the downfall of their favorites 
with perfect good humor, gathering 
about the victors and cheering them 
heartily at the finish, gives the lie di- 
rect, to two stories that have been cur- 
rent regarding the Baltimore baseball 
public, viz., that it does not patronize 
the game, and that ‘“rowdyism” is the 
rule upon its grounds. There have 
been few, if any, crowds as large in 
the history of the game. 

The story of what happened today 
may be briefly told. First came the 
awful struggle at the gates for tickets; 
then the straining, pushing and fighting 
for admission; then the scramble for a 
place from which the diamond was vis- 
ible, until every seat had an occupant, 
every inch of standing room was pre- 
empted and men and boys clung spider- 
like to fences, flagstaffs, telegraph poles 
or any other point of vantage. The 
Boston ‘‘rooters’’ with their brass band 
formed so small a part of the great 
throng that they sunk into compara- 
tive insignificance, but the band played 
on and the “rooters” rooted and shouted 
just the same. Finally the teams came 
on for practice and then, in due time, 
play began; and the multitude settled 
itself down to watch the battle.

Single followed double, double 
followed single, player after player 
crossed the plate, and the crowd grew 
tired and wondered if it would ever 
end. The official scorers almost lost 
their count. Hoffer became discour- 
aged, wanted to go off and sit 
down, but Capt. Robinson kept him in 
the box. 

Finally the fusillade of hits was 
ended, Hoffer came dqwn from the air, 
everybody took a long breath and the 
scorer figured out ‘that Boston had 
made nine runs, all of which were 
earned.

VANCOUVER (B. C.,) Sept. 27.— 
James Roche, M.P., for East Kerry, is 
now in the Slocan district of Kootenai. 
Mr. Roche is deeply interested in the 
silver question, and as he was a mem- 
ber of the conference that recently 
dealt with that question in Ireland, his 
views should prove interesting. In an 
interview, Mr. Roche said: 

“We have the strongest assurance 
from Mr. Chamberlain and Mr. Balfour 
that an international conference will 
be called at Brussels in May.

Though considered 
a free lance by the public generally, in 
the voicing of his views while in Eng- 
land, I have the strongest reasons for 
believing that he was an accredited 
representative of the United States on 
that occasion. 

“ “Next to the United States, the 
strongest supporters of bimetallism aré 
‘the h, and I think the recent ac- 
tion of the Bank of England, which has 
given rise to much discussion, was the 
outcome of diplomatic representations 
made by the French. I believe we 
have not done as much for the cause in 
two or three years as the Bank 
England has done at one stroke.”

Best Citizens.

C. Blake, ex-Mayor of this city 
and for many years identified with the 
city’s history, died today at the age of 
82 years, after having been in failing 
health for some time past.

CRUSHED BY A LOG, 


Peculiar Accident and Death on the 
Fort Bragg Railroad.

Fatal Accident on the Oregon Rail- 
way and Navigation Line.

PORTLAND (Or.,) Sept. 27.—Freight 
train No. 24, east-bound, on the Oregon 
Railway and Navigation line, was 
wrecked thirty miles east of The 
Dalles, early this morning.

Supreme Court Knocks Out a Law 
of Four Years Ago, 
{ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 27.—The 
Supreme Court today decided that the 
Fee law of 1893 was in the nature of 
special legislation, and therefore un- 
constitutional.

WHY BRITAIN MAY DODGE THE 
BERING SEA CONFERENCE. 


Salisbury Has not Refused to Have 

_ Representation There, but is 

Trying to Obtain Canada’s Con- 
sent First, 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

OTTAWA, Sept. 27.—The Dominion 
government has not yet been advised 
that Great Britain has: withdrawn from 
conference with the United States at 
Washington over the seal question. 
But if the United States insists on 
Japan and Russia being represented at 
the conference, there is no doubt in 
official circles here that Great Britain 
will withdraw. 

STRANGE DOINGS. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

LONDON, Sept. 27.—The announce- 
ment is made this afternoon that Lord 
Salisbury had not withdrawn from the 
Bering-sea conference, but simply ob- 
jected to the presence of Japan and 
Russia. Great Britain is willing to 
take part in the conference and is en- 
deavoring to secure the acquiescence 
of Canada. The whole trouble seems 
to be due to the failure of the Marquis 
of Salisbury to respond to the note of 
Ambassador Hay.

RECIPROCITY TREATIES. 


British Colonies Want to Get 
to Uncle Sam. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 27.—Sir Julian 
Pauncefote, the British Ambassador, is 
‘expected to return here from his Lon- 
don trip about October 15, notwith- 
Standing reports that he would not be 
back in time for the Bering-sea con- 
ference. The staff of the British Em- 
bassy, now at Manchester-by-the-Sea, 
will return next week, and, according 
to the present plans, the entire British 
representation will be here wthin the 
time set for the seal conference. 

With the return of Sir Julian it is 
believed that steps will be taken by 
the British awthorities to negotiate 
reciprocity treaties under the new 
tariff laws between the United States 
and British-American colonies. Word 
reaches here that Sir Augustus Hem- 
ming, Governor-General of British

London to effect reciprocity arrange- 
ments with the United States, and in 
support of this the Legislature of the 
colony adopted the following resolu- 
tion: “That His Excellency, the Gov- 
ernor-General, be respectfully re- 
quested to cause inquiries to be made 
in connection with the _ reciprocity 
clause in the new Tariff Bill of the 
United States to the expediency of en- 
tering into any arrangements which 
will assure the admission of the sugar 
product of the colony on the most fa- 
vorable terms.” 

It was urged in support of this reso- 
lution that the sugar industry of the 
colony was dependent on the United 
States market which takes 71 per cent. 
of the entire product. Sir Cavendish 
Boyle, the Colonial Secretary, said this 
view been presented to the Colonial 
Minister, Joseph Chamberlain, and that 
it was expected that the representative | 
at Washington would be asked to look | 
after the interests of the British colo- 
nies in this particular. The reciproc- 
ity treaty would permit of a reduction

BEHIND THE BARS. 


MRS. JENKINS ARRIVES AT THE 
COUNTY JAIL. 


Says Her Arrest is a Terrthle Mis- 
take and Dentes All Charges 
Made by Dr. Eliis—Fails to Se- 
cure Bail, 


Mrs. Mattie Jenkins, the wife of 
Charles Jenkins, the ex-clerk of the 
Nadeau and Hollenbeck hotels, who 
was arrested in San Francisco on Sun- 
d@y last by Deputy Sheriff White of 
this city on a charge of having ob- 
tained $1000 from Dr. H. Bert Ellis 
under false pretenses, arrived here at 
1:30 o’clock yesterday afternoon in the 
custody of the officer. 

Mrs. Jenkins was taken at once to 
the County Jail and locked up in the 
matron’s room. She sure she could 
get bail, her bond being fixed in the sum 
of $1000, and at once sent for her attor- 
ney, Frank F. Davis. That gentle- 
man, after a short talk with his client, 
started out to hunt up bondsmen, but 
after searching the city all the after- 
noon, was compelled to return to the 
jail and tell Mrs. Jenkins she would 
have to spend the night, at least, in 
jail. This she did, being locked up in 
a cell in the woman’s ward. As her 
examination does not come. up until 
Thursday next, it is probable Mrs. Jen- 
kins will remain in her present quarters 
until that time. 

Mrs. Jenkins denied herself to all 
newspaper reporters and refused to say 
one word about her case. During the 
afternoon she telephoned personally 
and through her attorney to Dr. Ellis, 
asking for an interview. To all the ap- 
peals the doctor turned a deaf ear, 
positively refusing to have any com- 
munication with the woman, whose ar- 
rest he had caused. 

Last evening, Mrs. Jenkins granted a 
Times reporter an -interview. He 
found the lady seated in the matron’s 
room, apparently at her ease. She was 
dressed entirely in black, her silk skirt

“T hardly know what to say to you,” 
She began, “I am astounded, aston- 
ished, dumfounded almost, 
rible charge that has been brought 
against me. Hour by~hour I realize 
more and more the terrible disgrace 
Dr. Ellis has heaped upon me, and 
upon those that love me, my mother, 
my brother. And its all without cause. 
I have done nothing dishonorable, I 
have neither @esired nor tried to de- 
fraud Dr. Ellis out of a penny. I 
wish I could tell you my story, but 
my attorney forbids it. All I can say 
to you is that I am a woman, helpless, 
and God knows it seems now almost 
friendless; a woman who is the victim 
of a terrible mistake, as I am sure 
Dr. Ellis will realize later on. I am 
here and I must suffer. I believe if 
Charley Jenkins could come to me now 
he would. Where is he? That I must 
refuse to answer just now. Dr. Ellis 
has told his story, but I tell you that 
Charley Jenkins was never dishonest 
with any one. All the story about 
my complaining of him, of his dissipa- 
tion, of his dishonesty, is false. at 
our relations are now I must decline 
to state. No, I have not been living 
with my husband since my return from 
the East.”

Boulevard Committee had an inning 
yesterday and presented resolutions to 
the City Council which amounted to a 
decided criticism of the course _re- 
cently taken by the Pasadena members 
of the committee. | _ 
‘ The plans of the ‘ Merchants’ and 
‘Manufacturers’ Association*for sweep- 
,ing streets by hand were presented 
to the Counci], but no definite action 
Was taken. 

The protest against the Spring-stree 
‘sewer was sustained. ; 

The question involving the right of 
‘Police Judge Owens to continue in his 
office and, incidentally, that of Judge 
‘Morrison on the same score, was to 
have come up before Justice of the 
Peace Young yesterday on argument 
@@ a demurrer, but the matter was 
‘postponed to Monday. next. 

The city was defeated in the suit for 
‘possession and ownership of “Central 
Park” in the Vernon addition. Judge 
Van Dyke handed down a decision 
covering all the intricate legal points 
involved.

STREET CLEANING. 


PROPOSITION TO SWEEP BY HAND 
PART OF THE STREETS. 


Merchants’ and Manufacturers’ As- 
. sociation Desires to Try the Ex- 
periment—More Resolutions from 
the Boulevard Committee — The 
Spring-street Sewer Abandoned. 


‘ The proposition of the Merchants’ and 


‘Manufacturers’ Association to sweep by 
‘Rand certain streets in’ the business 


district was submitted yesterday morn- 
‘ing to the City Council. It was dis- 
‘cussed at some length, both in the 
‘Council meeting and at a subsequent 
joint session of the Finance Committee 
and the Board of Public Works. | 

communication was received from 
the Los Angeles members of the Boule- 
vard Committee, defining their ‘views 
and indorsing the statements made by 
Judge Silent, before the Board of Pub- 
lic Works. 

' Resolutions were adopted which were 
designed to compel the street-railroad 
companies to lay new pavement in the 
mmiddle of certain streets occupied by 
their tracks. 

Spring-street property-owners' suc- 
‘ceeded in defeating the proposed sewer 
‘improvement, their protest being sus- 
tained by the Council. The protest 
against resurfacing Spring street was 
referred to the City Engineer to ascer- 
tain the amount of frontage repre- 
sented by it. 

SWEEPING STREETS BY HAND. 

The first matter of importance to be 
considered was the communication 
from the Merchants’ and Manufactur- 
jers’ Association relative to the plan of 
sWeeping certain downtown streets en- 
tirely by hand. A number of the mem- 
bers of the association were present. 
The communication quoted section 17 

the specifications for street-sweep- 

g, which is as follows: 

“The city. shall have the power and 
hereby reserves the right, and may by 
its Council, at any time during the 
term of the contract, notify the con- 


tractor to suspend the work upon any. 


and all of the streets to be swept here- 
ynder,, and instruct the Health Offi- 
cer to immediately commence sweeping 
streets by hand, upon twenty-four 
ours’ notice to said contractor; and 
in the event of said city, by its Coun- 
cil, as aforesaid, electing to sweep said 
streets by hand, as herein provided, 
said contractor shall not receive any 
pay hereunder, nor shall said city be 
bound to pay any sum or sums to said 
contractor during the time during 
which the said streets are so Swept by 
hand by said city, as aforesaid.” - | 
The communication quotes the reso- 
lutions adopted by the association as 
follows: 
“Whereas, the present system of 
street-sweeping has proven unsatisfac- 
tory and inadequate, and is injurious 
to the health of our citizens and detri- 
mental to the best interests of this 


city. 

*“Resolved, that the Honorable City 
Council is hereby urgently requested 
to abrogate the present street-sweeping 
contract as far as it relates to the 


‘streets hereafter mentioned and substi- 


tute in lieu thereof the sweeping by 
hand, as an experiment, upon the fol- 
lowing streets: Main street from Tem- 
ple to Third; Spring street, from Tem- 
le to Third; Broadway, from First to 
hird; First street, from Main to 
Broadway; Second street, from Main to 
Broadway; Third street, from Main to 
Broadway.” 

'A second letter from the association 
stated that the members had agreed 


to take, at their face, city warrants. 


issued for the work of hand sweeping, 
in payment for any articles that the 
holders of the warrants might desire 
to purchase, the proviso being imposed 
that the City Council guarantee the 
warrants. — 

‘Cc. C. Wright, Esq., acting as spokes- 
man for the Merchants’ and Manufac- 
turers’ Association, strongly urged upon 
the Council the necessity for some bet- 
ter method of cleaning the streets and 
urged the adoption of the suggestions 
of the association. The general de- 
sire of business men for the proposed 
change was evidenced by a huge peti- 
tion, some twenty feet in length. Mr. 
Wright said that, under the specifica- 
tions and contract for street sweeping, 
the city had the right to change at any 
time from machine sweeping to hand 
sweeping on any streets that the Coun- 
cll may select. 

President Silver stated that the mem- 
bers of the Council were all desirous of 
having the streets swept by hand, but 
the change involved so much addi- 
tional expense that the question of 
hy and means was a serious one, He 
had supposed that the Merchants’ and 
Manufacturers’ Association would be 

prepared to share in this extra expense. 

R. W. Burham replied that this had 
been the intention of the association, 
but it Was Understood that the city’s 
centract would prevent it. 


After some further brief discussion 


the matter was referred to the Finance 
Committee and the Board of Public 
Works jointly, with instructions to re- 
ake if possible at the afternoon ses- 
sion, 

THE AMENDE HONORABLE. 

Councilman Toll addressed the Coun. 
cil in reference to expressions which he 
had used a week previous in the de- 
bate over McClellan’s removal, and 
which had by some been construed as 
a reflection upon President Silver. He 
said: “I wish to state that at the last 
meeting of the Council, in speaking on 


the question under consideration, cer-. 


tain strictures which I made seem to 
have included the chair. I wish .to 
state now that nothing could have been 
further from my thoughts or inten- 
tion. I desire to remove entirely any 
lingering impression that my. remarks 

ay have made on the chair, the 

ouncilmen or those in attendance at 
that meeting. I regret that I may 
have caused the chair any annoyance 
by my remarks, and if such has been 
the case I apologize for my words. lI 
have since learned that President Sil- 
ver’s ruling to which I excepted was 
cerrect as he made it.” 

President Silver responded, saying 
that he recognized that the Council- 
man’s feelings had been strongly and 
justly enlisted in the issue which gave 
rise to the misunderstanding, and that 
the words spoken in the heat of the 
debate had seemed to him to imply 
a refiection upon himself. -He_ re- 
gretted that any misunderstanding had 
arisen, but it had been dispelled by 
the Counilman’s manly declaration, for 
which he desired to express his thanks, 

PASADENA BOULEVARD. 

The Les Angeles members of the 
Boulevard Committee were present, and 
L. E. Mosher, the chairman of the 
committee, read the following resolu- 
tions: 

‘“‘Whereas, it has come to the knowl- 
edge of the Los Angeles members of 


the Los Angeles and Pasadena Boule- 


vard Committee, that scme misrepre- 
sentations, have been made to the 
Board of Public®Works as to the at- 
titude of this committee in the loca- 
tion of a boulevard from Los Angeles 
to Pasadena, and, whereas, an attempt 
has been made to show that the com- 
mittee was not unanimously in favor 
of. the adoption of the resolutions pre- 
sented to the Board of Public Works 
bv its chairman, adopted September 
13, 1897, and which said resolution read 
as follows: 

“* ‘Resolved, that we adopt the report 
of the'engineers locating the boule- 
vard fram the Plaza to East Side Park 
upon the route selected by them, with 
such changes and modfications as fur- 
ther investigation may show to be 
necessary, and that we ask the Council 
of the city of Los Angeles to grant 
the petition of the property-holders of 
Main, Spring and Los Angeles streets, 
presented to the Council on Saturday, 


' September 11, and today, September 13, 
1897. 


“ ‘Resolved, that we recommend to 
the Council the opening of Buena 
Vista street from Bellevue avenue to 
the river, to connect thence with 
Downey avenue in East Los Angeles, 
and through Downey avenue to the 
East Side Park, to the width of 100 
or 120 feet, as the property-holders in 
the district may determine, and that 
an assessment. district be formed of 
sufficient dimensions to include all the 
property benefited by that improve- 
ment. We further reccmmend to the 
Council to consider the advisability 
of inaugurating immediately a move- 
ment for the extension and opening of 

roadway fora connection with Buena 

ista gtreet to Bellevue avenue by 
means of a tunnel.’ 
it has been 


“And, whereas, 
further stated before the Board 
of Public Works’ that Judge Charles 
Silent was nct authorized to 
appear and represent this committee 
before said board, on the 3d day of 
September, 1897, therefore, be it 

“Resolved, that this committee un- 
hesitatingly states that Judge Silent 
was duly authorized to represent said 
committee and we hereby indorse and 
approve his action and statements 
made at that time. ee 

‘Resolved, that we deprecate the 
appearing of non-residents and non- 
taxpayers before the Board of Public 
Works and City Council in connection 
with this matter, believing that it is 
a matter that should be controlled by 
the wishes of taxpayers and residents 
of the city of Los Angeles. 

‘Resolved, that the said committee 
reaffirms its action in the adoption of 
the route selected by its engineers, and 
urge speedy action of the Council of 
the citv of Los Angeles on the peti- 
tion of property-bolders of Main, 
Spring and Los Angeles streets, al- 
ready presented. 

“We desire to say further, that we 
do not now, and never have, intended 
to make or interpose any objections or 
apposition to the construction of a 
boulevard along what is known as the 
Arrovo Seco route, if the property- 
owners interested desire to construct 
the same.” 

The signatures of alf the Los An- 
geles members of the committee were 
attached to the resolutions. They were 
referred to the Board,of Public Works. 
_Judee Silent said that the commit- 
tee felt aggrieved because of certain 
undignified remarks that had been 
mace before the Board of Public 
Works. and as that body had declined 
to hear any further discussion. the 
committee had come before the Council 
with this explanation. 
EQUALIZED RAILWAY 

TIONS. 

City Assessor Seaman reported that 
the valuations of the property of the 
railway companies had been fixed by 
the State Board of Equalizations, as 
follows: 

Southern Pacific Railroad Company, 
11.79 miles of main line of railroad, 
rolling stock, roadbeds, rails, etc., in- 
cluding the Santa Monica and Wil- 
mington branches, at $9500 per mile, 
total $112,005. 

Southern California Railway Com- 
pany, 6.83 miles of main line, rolling 
stock, etc., at $6019.67 per mile, total 
$41,114. 

Southern California Railway Com- 
pany, 2.01 miles main line, etc., through 
the recently annexed portion of the 
city, at $6019.67 per mile, total $12,099. 

Pullman Palace Car Company, 3.48 
miles of the Southern Pacific’s tracks 
over which Pullman cars are run, at 
$61.77 per mile, total $215; also 8.21 
miles of the Southern California Rail- 
by tracks at $57.75 per mile, total 
$474. 

The grand total of these valuations 
amounts to $165.907. The report was 
referred to the Finance Committee. 

FIRE BONDS. 

The report of the Board of Fire Com- 
missioners, asking that a special elec- 
tion be called for the purpose of issu- 
ing fire bonds to the amount of $150,000, 
met with'the approval of the Council. 

The matter was referred to the City 
Attorney, with instructions to prepare 
the mecessary ordinance. 

The Oil Inspector reported that since 
his last report, on August 23, he had 
collected licenses to the amount of $142, 
making a total of $1111 for the quarter 
ending September 30. All of this total 
had been paid over to the City Tax 
Collector, and the Oil Inspector further 
stated that he had no delinquents on 
his list. The report was referred to 
the Finance Committee. 

SALE OF SEWAGE RESTRICTED. 

The Sewer Committee presented a 
report recommending that sewers be 
constructed, as advertised by the 
Health Officer, on San Fernando street 
from Bellevue avenue to Alpine street, 
on First street from Olive street to 
Bunker Hill avenue, and on Grand 
avenue from First to Court streets, and 
that the City Engineer be instructed to 
prenent ordinance of intention for the. 
work. 

The committee also recommended 
that, in accordance with the communi-

SPRING-STREET PROTEST. 

The protest of Spring-street property- 
owners against the proposed resurfac- 
ing of the street was referred without 
debate to the City Engineer, to report 
upon the frontage represented by the 
protest. | 

A communication was received from 
Postmaster Mathews asking the Coun- 
cil to cause signs to be placed at street 
intersections and to cause a more uni- 
form system of house numbering to be 
adopted. Instances were cited of er- 
ratic arrangement of house numbers, 
rendering the proper delivery of mail 
difficult and sometimes almost impos- 


sible.

HAND-SWEEPING DISCUSSED. 
In. the interval between the morning 
and afternoon . sessions of the City 
Council, a joint meeting of the Finance 
Committee and the Board of Health 
was ‘held, for the purpose of discussing 
the plans for sweeping streets by hand 
in a portion of the business district. A 
representative delegation from the Mer- 
chants’ and Manufacturers’ Association 
was present. Some interesting data 
were submitted. :The length ‘of the por- 
tions of downtown streets which it is 
proposed to sweep by hand was given 
as follows: Spring street, 2056 feet; 
Main street, 2040 feet; Broadway, 1143 
feet; First, Second and Third streets, 
2229 feet; total, 7468 feet. This total is 
about a mile and a half. The city is 
now paying $5.98 per mile per day, 
making the cost for the streets named 
$8.97 per day, or $218.88. per month. 
The advocates of the plan under dis- 
cussion estimated that nine men and 
three carts would be needed to sweep 
by hand, the streets mentioned. . Inas- 
much as the sweeping contractor is 
obliged to furnish six men and two 
carts, they figured that hand-sweeping 
would require only three more men and 
one more cart t are now in use. 
They figured, on this basis, that the 
additional expense of sweeping by hand 
the streets selected would be $254 per 
month. 
The Councilmen pointed out that these 
estimates were based upon a mistaken 
assumption. -The men and carts em- 
ployed. by the contractor must cover a 
much larger area than the limited dis- 
trict selected for the association’s ex- 
periment. To concentrate them there 
would be an obvious injustice to resi- 
dents on other streets as well as to the 
contractor. The opinion was expressed 
that the expense of sweeping by hand 
would prove three or four times as 
much as by machines. ' 
President Silver was asked whether

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the implements purchased by the city 
last winter for the use of the unem- 
ployed could not now be utilized in 
street cleaning. He replied that they 
were almost valueless, having been 
worn out. 

The suggestion was finally made in 
behalf of the Merchants’ and Manufac- 
turers’ Association that if the Council 
would allow: $500 per month toward the 
cost of sweeping by. hand the six 
streets selected the association would 
pay the balance of the cost. 

No action was taken, however, the 
matter being postponed. 


AFTERNOON SESSION. 


Spring-street. Sewer Abandoned. 
Sprinkling Plans Adopted. 

The first matter considered when the 
Council reassembled was the protest 
against the proposed sewer on Spring 
street between First and Seventh 
streets. The City Engineer was called 
in to give information as to the depth 
and size of the sewer now in the 
street. 

A number of property-owners were 
present; and they made a strong pro- 
test against the proposed new sewer. 
Dr. Wills declared the measure was 
purely in the interest of three or four 
owners of large buildings, while the 
majority of owners did not want it. He 
expressed a decided aversion to being 
classed with ‘“‘mossbacks, silurians and 
obstructionists,’’ but said that in any 
case he was opposed to the sewer. Ab- 
bot Kinney followed with a vigorous 
argument along the same lines. The 
protestants carried their point. On mo- 
tion by Ashman the protest was 
unanimously sustained, and the pro- 
ceedings were abandoned. 

CITY ENGINEER’S REPORT. 

The City Engineer presented final or- 
dinances establishing grades on the 
following-named streets: Jewel street, 
from Sapphire street to the northerly 
terminus of Jewel street; Sapphire 
street, from Third street to a point 
561.76 feet east of the northeast corner 
of Jewel street; Avenue 41, from 
Pasadena avenue to Midland street; 
Ellendale place; Flower’ street, ‘from 
Washington street to Twentieth street; 
Thirty-first street, from Hoover street 
to Vermont avenue. All of these or- 
dinances were adopted. 

Ordinance of intention to establish 
the gra.e of Boyd street, from San 
Pedro street to Omar avenue, and ordi- 
nance of intention to grade and gravel 
Los Angeles street between Second and 
Third streets, were presented and 
adopted. 

In regard to the petition asking per- 
mission to sewer Little Rock avenue 
between Central avenue and. Tennessee 
street by private contract, the City En- 
gineer reported that there would be no 
outlet for such sewer until such times 
as the southern intercepting sewer is 
extended easterly to Alameda street. 
The matter was re-referred to the 
Sewer Committee: 

An ordinance granting permission to 
property-owners on Little Rock avenue 
between Central avenue and Tennessee 
street to improve the street under pri- 
vate contract by grading and graveling 
and constructing cement curbs, was 
presented by the City Engineer and 
passed. 

Ordinances granting permission to 
property-owners on Cherry street be- 
tween Eighteenth street and’ Wash- 
ington street to improve the street un- 
der private contract, and ‘granting per- 
mission to property-owners on a por- 
tion of the alley in block D, Lake 
Shore tract, to improve the alley under 
private contract, were also presented 
and passed. 

In regard to the protest against the 
improvement of Oak street between 
Sixteenth and Bighteenth streets, the 


‘City Engineer ‘reported as follcws: 


. “Total frontage of ‘street, 1395 feet: 
necessary for majority, 698 feet; on 
face of protest, 886.70 feet; not on As- 
sessor's book, 175 feet; protest repre- 
sents, 711.70 feet. The protest there- 
fore represents 3 majarity of the 
frontage’. The protest was accord- 
ingly sustained. 

Assessment diagrams for the sewer- 
ing of Park View street between Ninth 
and Eleventh streets under ordinance 
of intention and for the sewering of 

Lovez street and Michigan avenue 
under ordinance of intention were pre- 
sented and passed. 

An ordinance establishing and fix- 
ing the width of sidewalks at fourteen 
feet on Little Rockavenue between Cen- 
tral avenue and Tennessee street, was 
presented by the City Engineer and 
passed. 

BOARD OF PUBLIC WORKS. 

The Board of Public Works pre- 
sented a report containing the follow- 
ing recommendations: 

“That petition asking that a cement 
sidewalk six feet in width -be con-

avenue, between Third and. Fourth 
streets, be referrred to the City Engi- 
neer for ordinance of intention.

“That petition asking that the side- 
walk on each side of Toberman street 
between Sixteenth and Washington 
streets. be widened so that the .curb 
lines on Toberman street shall be six y 
feet apart, making said sidewalk thirty 
feet in width, be referred to the City 
Engineer for necessary crdinance.

“That protest against the proposed 
improvement of Toberman street. be- 
tween Sixteenth and Seventéenth 
streets be sustained and proceedings 
abandoned. 

“That petition from the Occidental

the center of block 2, ‘be vacated an 
abandoned, be granted and the City 
Attorney be instructed to present the 
necessary ordinance.

Wilshire 
Boulevard be referred to the City En- 
gineer to make the necessary survey 
and that the y Attorney be in- 
structed to present the necessary ordi-

“That petition asking that the Street 
Railway Company be instructed to 
pave between their’ tracks on Third 
street between ‘Crocker street and 
Santa Fé avenue, be filed, as the mat- 
ter is now in the hands of the City At- 
torney.”’ 
STREET-SPRINKLING SPECIFICA- 

Specifications for street sprinkling 
were submitted and approved by the 
Council, and the clerk was instructed 
to advertise for bids on a three-years’ 
contract. In addition to the graded 
streets of the city, the following-named 
streets are to be sprinkled:

Addie de B. Mitchell, the City Attor- 
ney recommended that it be referred to 
the City Auditor to ascertain if any 
portion of said claim has been paid out 
and what balance, if any, remains due. 
“While, if there is any balance, the 
claim may be an equitable one, we are 
of the opinion that it is not a legal one, 
being barred by the Statute of Limi- 


An ordinance for the appointment of 
ten additional policemen was presented 
by the City Attorney and passed by the 
Council. 


FINANCE COMMITTEE’S REPORT. 


The report of the Finance Committee 
was read and approved. The commit- 
‘tee recommended that James Mackel 
be allowed a rebate of $250 on his sa- 
loon license, inasmuch as he had an 
express understanding with the Police 
Board which, in the opinion of the 
committee, obligated the city to allow 
the rebate. 

The Supply Committee recommended 
the acceptance of the bid of the Gender 
& Paeschke Manufacturing Company of 
Milwaukee, to furnish file cases for the 
Central Station for the sum of $300. 
The committee also recommended that 
all bids for supplying the city with fuel 
oil be rejected. The report was adopted. 


MISCELLANEOUS BUSINESS. 


An ordinance was adopted providing 


that on and after October 15 the offices 
of all the city departments shall be 
open to the public from 8 a.m. to 5 
p.m. except on Saturdays, when they 
shall be open from 8 a.m. to 3 p.m. On 
legal holidays they shall be closed. 

An ordinance providing for the con- 
struction of a sewer on Palo Alto street 
and Lake Shore avenue was passed. 

A petition received from a number of 
residents in .the vicinity of Sunset 
Park, asking that the Coundil hibit 
the sinking of wells within 2000 feet of 
the park, was referred to the special 
committee. 

The protests against the widening of 
Hoover street and against the improve- 
ment of Bellevue avenue were set for 
a hearing next Monday at 2 p.m. , 

MOTIONS.

WHERE POLICE JUDGE OWENS 
MAY SOON BE “AT.” 


A Diversity of Opinion as to the 
Merits of Ah Loute’s Contention, 
A Question of Great Local Im- 
portance Which is Puzzling the 
Brains of Lawyers. 


~ Whether or not Ah Loule, the. Chi- 
nese recently held by Police Judge 
Owens for conducting a lottery game, 
succeeds in throwing Judge Owens and, 
incidentally, Judge Morrison, out of a 
-a point of.law will have been 
raised which has caused members of 
the local bar much concern and the 
ee judges in question much apprehen- 
on. 
Like every other question in dispute, 
there are two sides to the pending 
contreversy, and many lawyers there 
are who support the position taken by 
Judge Owens and quote law by the 
yard in support of their contention. 
A majority of those consulted, how- 
ver, express the opinion, also backed 
with Blackstone’s best, that Ah 
‘ Louie is right and that the official po- 
sitions of the police judges of this city 
are seriously involved. : 
_The matter as to whether or not the 
. police courts of this city have had any 
legal existence since the completion 
of the census recently taken to de- 
términe the right of Los Angeles to ad- 
ditional letter carriers, appears to be. 
the proposition involved in the applica- 
tion for. the writ of prohibition pending 
‘In the Superior Court. 
. The police judges were elected as 
city justices, and by virtue of such 
election, under the Whitney Act of 
‘March, 1885, exercised’ the. duties and 
authority of police judges, The Whit- 
néy Act, above named, provides for 
police courts in cities having 30,000 and 
under 100,000 inhabitants. Section 103 
of the Code of Civil Procedure, as 
amended in 1891, provides that in every 
- @ity having more than 34,000 and not 
‘more than 100,000 inhabitants, 
shall. be elected two justices of the 
“peace, or city justices. The act of 1883, 
providing for the classification of 
municipal corporations, provides that 
the basis for such Classification shall 
‘be the census taken under the direction 
sf the Congress ‘of the United States 
every ten years. In that act, cities of 
the first.class are described as having 
‘@ population of more than 100,000. ‘But 
-by an act of 1897. the Legislature 
changed the classification and provided 


‘that cities of the first class 
should have a population of more 
than. 200,000 inhabitants. By an 


act of the same Legislature it was 
proyided that the City Council or other 
legislative body .of any city, or board 
of supervisors, are authorized, when- 
ever they deem it necessary, between 
the years of the taking of the official 
census, to take the-census of any city, 
or city and county, and that when a 
‘certified copy of such census should be 
prepared and filed with the Secretary of 
State, that it should.. be the official 
State census of such city, or city and 
county. 

The fixing of the basis of classifica- 
tion, therefore, it will be seen, is. 
purely statutory. While this act of 
1897. has provided -that the census 
taken at the direction of the local leg- 
islative body, and filed with the Sec- 


retary of State, shall be known as the

The city has been defeated in its suit 
against E. F. Kysor to quiet title ‘to 
‘a piece of land situated in- the Central 
Park tract, which was alleged to have 
been dedicated to the city as a public 


ago. . 
Judge Van Dyke handed down a de- 
cision yesterday afternoon in which 
judgment was ordered for the defend- 
ant. 

It appears that in July, 1887, and ‘a 
long time prior thereto, Mr. Kysor was 
the owner of a body of land south of 
the city limits, as established at. that 
time, in what is known as the Vernon 
district. Mr. Kysor, at the time the 
boom was at its ‘height, entered into a 
contract with the Los Angeles and Ver- 
non Street Railway Company to convey 
a certain portion of his property for a 
consideration of $100,000. It was stipu- 
lated in the agreement that the rail- 
way company was to lay out and sub- 
divide the property and place it upon 
the market. A tract of eight acres, lo- 
cated in the center of the property to 
be sold, was to be dedicated to public 
use as-a park in cdénsideration of the 
railway company’s contract being ful- 
filled. Driveways and promenades 
were laid out, flower beds cultivated 
ands benches distributed about the 
premises. 

As time went by, likewise the boom, 
the railway company defaulted and the 
property reverted to Mr. Kysor. After 
the Vernon district was taken into the 
city Mr. Kysor made a proposition to 
the city for the sale of the park 'to the 
municipality, but the city brought suit 
on the‘theory that a dedication had al- 
ready been made, and that the city 
therefore was the owner of the prop- 
erty. 

The defense was made that the park 
was offered to be dedicated*to public 
,use upon-the fulfillment of certain con- 
ditions specified in the contract en- 
tered into with the street-railway com- 
pany, and that the latter falling to 
comply with the provisions‘of this con- 
tract, the park naturally remained in 
the possession of the original and real 
owner. Another point raised by the 
defense was that at the time of the 
proposed dedication the property in 
question was situated outside the lim- 
its of the city of Los Angeles. 

Judge Van Dyke, in his opinion, cov- 
ered some very important and interest- 
ing points of law. . “Dedication,” he 
says, “includes both the offer and ac- 
ceptance of the offer. Making a map 
of a tract of land, indicating streets or 
public parks thereon and filing the 
same for record, is consideréd an offer 
to dedicate the same to public uses, but 
in such case, before any action of the 
proper authorities or use of the same 
_by the: public, if the owner of the land 
should remain in possession, cultivat- 
ing and using the same as before and 
without regard to such spaces indicated 
as streets or park, it would be deemed 
a revocation of the offer. 

“My conclusion is that the block in 
question was never dedicated for pub- 
lic use. Judgment, therefore, will go 
for the defendant.”

COMMERCIAL. 

SPANISH-AMERICAN TRADE. A 
pamphlet has been issued by the Bu- 
reau of American Republics on Span- 
ish-American trade, which contains 
many facts of interest, and sugges- 
tions that should be heeded by those 
who are thinking of working up trade 
in that direction. It is stated in this 
pamphlet that the nations of Europe 
are selling annually to Mexico, Central 
and South America and the West In- 
dies from $100,000,00@ to $150,000,000 
worth of goods, the great bulk of which 
ought to sold to those countries by 
the United States. 

STIMULATING TRADE. Los Ange- 
les is not the only city where atten- 
tion is being paid to the desirability 
of inviting out-of-town buyers.

GLUCOSE. The St. Louis General 
Merchant gives the following interest- 
ing deseription of the numerous arti- 


_ cles yielded by the processes employed 


to extract glucose or grape sugar from 
corn. During the past few years glu- 
cose has to a great extent taken the 

lace of sugar. Many believe that ‘it 
om had a deleterious effect on the 
health of the people: 

“Dry starch, which is used for laun- 
dry, manufacturing and culinary. pur- 


poses. 

“Dextrine, which is roasted starch. It 
is soluble, making a species of glue, 
and is used for sizing in print works; 
also for sizing linens and curtains, for 
glazing note paper and for mucilage on 
postage stamps, envelopes, etc. ; 

“Glucose, and by this term is meant 
either mixing or confectioners’ jelly or 
brewers ‘glucose. 

“Mixing glucose, a form which is used 
mixers, there being from 800 to 1000 
these in the United States. They 

mix the glucose with can syrup and 
flavoring extracts, producing fine table 
syrups of all descriptions, which are 
now practically the only syrups used 
on the table. The proportion is about 
one part of cane syrup to sixteen parts 
is also 
used in the manufacture of leather and 
the manufacture of dyes and for mary 
medicines. 

“Jelly glucose is another product. It 
is used in the manufacture of jellies 
and jams. 

“Confectioners’ glucose is still an- 
other product which is extensively used 
in the manufacture of candies. It is 
preferable to cane sugar, since it does 


not granulate. 

“Then there is brewers’ glucose, 
largely. used in the manufacture of 
beer; sugar, which is glucose 
converted higher, so as to form a solid 
which is used in the manufacture of 
wines, beer, cordials and vinegar; an- 
hydrous sugar, also used in the manu- 
facture of certain beers and wines. 

“The foregoing are starch and all its 

ucts. But this still leaves a resi- 
due, which is the germ glutten and 
hull of the corn. By a system of com- 
pression and refining the germ pro- 
duces corn oil, which is used in the 
manufacture of paints as a substitute 
for linseed oil, and is also used in the 
manufacture of soaps and ointment. 
The production of this oil is of a com- 
paratively re@ent date, but is coming 
into more extended use. When refined 
it is used as a substitute for oilve oil. 

“Then there is oil cake, a residue of 
the germ after the extraction of the 
oil. is product is sold mainly for 
export and is used for feeding horses, 
sheep and fine cattle. Mixed glutten,. 
consisting of pure glutten and hull of 
the corn ground together, is also used 
for feeding all kinds of live stock. From 
the same residue is produced common 
meal from the hulls of the corn by fine 
grinding. 

“Bo far as the rank of the glucose 
business is concerned, there is prob- 
ably no indust upon which more 
scientific skill and knowledge has been 
devoted within the past few years. Its 
numerous by-products indicate the in- 

yields obtained by the modern 
glucose factory compared with _the 
yields of former years. In 1874 the 
yield from one bushel of corn was 
twenty-two pounds of glucose, and 
only one by-product was utilized, while 
at the present time one bushel of corn 
ia made to yield about forty pounds of 
glucose an a number of additional 
valuable by-products. 

“As already stated, the wth of the 
business has been from fifty bushels of 
corn per day to 100,000 bushels. Of 
this amount it is estimated that 60,000 
bushels per day or 18,600,000 bushels per 
annum are used in home consumption. 
The remainder is exported.”

PEACEFUL MEETING OF THE 
BOARD OF EDUCATION, 


Election of an Engineer for the 
High School — Assignments of 
Teachers to the Several Schools. 
Reports of Committees and 
Routine Business. 


A special meeting of the Board of 
Education was held last night for the 
transaction of routine business and the 
election of an engineer for the High 
School. The proceedings were unusually 
peaceful, not to say dull, and every- 
thing slid along as smoothly as a 
toboggan on’ a hillside. 

Only six members of the board an- 
swered the roll-call, as Messrs, Mathis, 
Braly and Bartlett are out of town. 
Mr. Poor was voted into the chair and 
the board proceeded to the considera- 
tion of the regular routine business. 

A communication from George D. H. 
Heath, agent for the ‘‘Dustless’’ floor- 
dressing, was read and ordered filed. 
Mr. Heath urged that the ‘‘Dustless”’ 


compound was just the thing for the] 


city schools, as it gives the floors a 
hard finish. without grease, and does 
away with all dust. 

The finance Committee reported that 
it had examined and approved bills to 

the amount of $1218.57 out of the 
county fund, and $3677.78 from the city 
fund. It was moved and carried that 
the report be adopted and warrants 
issued for the amounts. 

The report of the Building Committee 
was read and adopted. This report 
recommended that a cement sidewalk 
be laid along the front and leading to 
the steps of the Amelia-street school, 
and that the contract for doing the 
work be awarded to Odemar Bros., who 
are now laying sidewalks on adjoining 
property. 

The following report of the Industrial 
and Educational Committee was re- 
ceived and adopted: 

“The Committee on Industrial Educa- 


tion, to whom was referred the matter |’ 


of placing a turning lathe in the base- 
ment of the High School for the use of 
the scientific and Sloyd department, 
beg leave to report: 

“That after a careful examination, 
both of the room and heads of the two 
departments, we find that a lathe such 
as will be required can easily be placed 
in position to accommodate the needs 
of the school at an expense of about 
$150. That it would not only be useful 
and convenient, bug a saving to the 
department, as many pieces of ap- 
paratus used in the scientific depart- 
ment could be made _ at little cost, 
which now have to be purchased. 

“Your committee would recommend 
the purchase of the necessary ma- 
chinery, and also that after the same 
has_ been placed in position, the room 
be partitioned off with matched lum- 
ber.”’ 

The report of the Committee on Fur- 
niture, Repairs, Fuel and Building Sup- 
plies, recommending that the contract 
should be given to W. P. Fuller & Co., 
for all manner of supplies dealt in by 
that firm, was read and adopted.: 

A communication from the Finance 
Committee was read and approved. It 
recommended that an assessment of 
$1.50 each be levied on property-own- 
ers to pay the balance due for the 
widening of New Main street from 
Thirty-seventh to Slauson street, in ac- 
cordance with a communication re- 
ceived from John H. Drain, Street Su- 
perintendent, and that the president 
and secretary be authorized to sign the 
deed. 

Superintendent Foshay made the fol- 
lowing report concerning the first day 
of the school year of 1897-98: 

“The total enrollment for today is 
15,030, an increase of 1254 over the en- 


-rollment of the first day of last year. 


The greatest: increase is in the High 
School. We also find 
very much over-crowded. In caring 
for the increase in schools already 
overcrowded, great difficulties are pre- 
sented. We expect, however, to be able 
to readjust the numbers, and by open- 
ing some half-day sessions, to relieve 
the congested conditions as they now 
exist.” 

The superintendent explained that 
the attendance on opening day was not 
as large as had been expected, but this 


he attributed to the combined influence 


of the Jewish holiday and the coming 


circus. The report was received and 
placed on file. 
The Committee on Schools and 


Teachers reported as follows: 

“We recommend that Miss Etta 
Conner, Miss Emma Bacon and Miss 
Gertrude Venning, heretofore elected as 
substitute teachers, be elected regular 
teachers. 

“That Tillie M. Oswald, Annie M. 
Elisworth, Susan H. Reeves and Mary 
Junkin be elected substitute teachers. 

“That Miss Etta Conner be assigned 
to room three, Vernon’ school; that 
Miss Jennie Perley be assigned to the 
fourth grade, HEighth-street school; 
that Miss Grace Barnes be assigned to 
Second-street kindergarten as director; 
that Miss Ruth Allyn be transferred 
from Ninth-street school to Union-ave- 
nue kindergarten, as assistant; that 
Miss Alice Gray be assigned to Ninth- 
street kindergarten, as director, after- 
noon session, and that Margaret Har- 
ris be assigned to Ninth-street kinder- 
garten as assistant; that Jessie A. Mc- 
Gaw be: transferred from First-street 
kindergarten to Twenty-eighth street, 
as director, morning session, and that 
Mrs. Hannah Harcus be appointed di- 
rector in the same school, afternoon 
session; that Miss Hattie M. White be 
transferred from Seventh street to 
First street, as director; that Miss 
Clara M. Ellis be made director of the 
kindergarten at Seventh street, morn- 
ing session; that Miss Winona Huntley 
be transferred from MTwenty-eighth 


| street to Seventh street, as director, 


afternoon session; that Cc. J. Fox be 
transferred from Ann-street school to 
Custer-street school, eighth grade; that 
Miss Gertrude Venning be assigned to 
Union-avenue school, fifth grade; that 
Mjss Carrie M. Blanford be transferred 
from Union-avenue school to Amelia- 
street, fifth grade; that Miss Myrtle G. 
Oliver be transferred from fifth grade 
in Amelia-street 
school; that an additional room be 
opened at Highland Park school; that 
an additional room for the eighth 
grade be added to the Thirtieth-street 
school; that Miss Emma Bacon be as- 
signed to the new room at Highland 
Park School.” The report was adopted. 

A little later in the proceedings the 
same committee filed the following 
supplemental report, which was also 
adopted: 

“We, your Committee on Teachers 
and Schools, further recommend that 
Miss Ada F.. Blanchard and Miss Lizzie 
E. Batchelder be elected as regular 
teachers of Sloyd and assigned as fol- 
lows: Miss Ada F. Blanchard to: the 
Sloyd room at Twenty-eighth-street 
school; Miss Lizzie E. Batchelder be 
assigned to the Sloyd room at Spring- 
street school, and that Miss Hattie F. 
Gower transferred from the 
Twenty-eigth-street school to the Grif- 
fin- avenue school.” 

Under the head of unfinished business 
the first breeze rippled the calmness of 
the hitherto peaceful proceedings. Mr. 
Webb moved that the offices of engi- 
neer at the High School and superin- 
tendent’s clerk be filled. Mr. Davis 
objected to this and moved that the 
motion be separated, for the reason 
that, while the appointment of a sten- 
ographer for the superintendent was 
merely a routine matter, the election of 
an engineer for the High School de- 
manded a closer investigation than the 
mere acceptance of statements made 
by the candidates and\ their friends. 

Mr. Webb made no objection to the 
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several others ' 


| Withdrawn his name as a 


division of the inction, and moved that | 


the board proceed at once to the elec- 
tion of an engineer. Mr. Davis 
promptly registered the further objec- 
tion that serious. charges had been 
preferred against one.of the candi- 
dates, and that in a.matter where the 
highest expert skill was demanded in 
the manipulation of a costly engine, 
the .board had no right to elect an 
engineer without the fullest investiga- 
tion of his qualifications. 

Mr. Webb called attention to the
